After  singing  by  the  Convention  Rex.  A  H. 
Bradford  of  Montclair  delivered  an  addreap  on 
‘•Moral  Teaching  lu  the  Suaday-fchbOl.” 
The  speaker  said  that  a  short  time  since  the 
“Times”  contained  a  suggestive  paragraph, 
to  the  effect,  that  of  twelve  prorniueuj  recent 
defalcations  the  most  ef  the  parties  were  trained 
tn  Christian  homes  snd  Sunday-schools.  The 
question  used  to  be  asked,  did  you  ever  know  a 
graduate  of  the  8unday-school  to  be  tb*  victim 
of  the  gallows  or  ihe  occupant  of  a  felot’s  cell  T 
but  that  question  lean  hardly  be  asked  now,  ss 
so  many  prominent  criminals  come  from  the 
Churches  and  Sunday-schools.  Wedopot  have 
enough  of  the  study  of  practical  morels;  the 
Bible  ia  stadied,  but  with  little  training  of  the 
conscience.  The  paper  waa  well  received  and 
was  the  cause  of  an  animated  discussion.  Rev. 
Mr.  Hedden,  of  East  Orange,  pithily  closed  the 
discussion  by  quoting,  “these  ought  ye  to  have 
done,  and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone.’! 

Tha  Rev.  E.  W.  Stoddard,  D.  D..  a  delegate 
from  the  Morris  Co.  Sabhatb -school  Associa¬ 
tion  to  this  Convention,  was  teceived  sod  after 
giving  the  greetings  of  the  workers  o|  Morris 
Co.  made  a  report  of  the  work  of  that  Associa¬ 
tion. 

Rev.  William  H.  Broadhead  gave  tbe  Con- 
ventkJn  a  verv  interesting  report  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  Convention  held  at  Toronto  in  June 
last— tU  numbers,  character  of  delegates, 
dignity,  magnitude,  enthusiasm,  singing  etc.
